Bowles gave two reasons: The 
number of candidates (577 in the 
county) and the fact that five of 
the 10 propositions on the ballot 
are school-related. 

“School issues always bring 
out a lot of votes,’’ Bowles-said. 

In the Quad City area, howev- 
er, there are fewer candidates 
(97). than there were in 1985 
(109), the Jast time municipal 
chief’ executives _were elected. 
There are 60 posts up for elec- 
tion, the sameas in ’85. 

Also, Madison County has-few- 
er registered voters today 
(131,809) than in 1985 (139,090). 

Some other numbers: There 
are 33,897 registered voters-and 
66 precincts in the four town- 
ships, Granite City (36 precincts 
and 18,299 voters),-~ Venice (11 
and 5,328), Nameoki (12 and 
6,347) and Chouteau (seven and 
3,923). 

More le usually vote for 
the top slots than vote for lesser 
posts, such as alderman. In 1985, 
there were 11,031 ballots cast in 
the Granite City mayoral elec- 
tion; 2,327 in the Madison may- 
oral election; 1,479 in the Venice 
mayoral election; and . 1,840. for 
Pontoon Beach trustees (but 
only 534 for the president of the 
village board). 

About 840 poll judges will be 
on duty So ie this year. In 
even-numbered years, when 
state and national elections are 
held, the law stipulates there 
must be five judges per precinct, 
for a-total of 1,110.

Varied business issues face state 


‘To the editor: 


The strength of Illinois’ economy rests squarely 
on the shoulders of those who own and operate 
businesses throughout the state. 

Whether it’s a_ small business which employs 
less than 10 people or a chain of retail or whole- 
sale stores which may employ thousands, the 
future of Illinois’ workforce depends a great deal 
. on the success or failure of the local business own- 

er 

The L islature will devote considerable atten- 
tion duriwg the sping sessign to a variety of issues 
which affect both labor and commerce. Individual 
issues which will probably receive the most atten- ' 
tion include worker’s compensation, unemployment 
insurance, parental leave, minimum wage, man- 
* dated health care, and drugs and alcohol in the 
workplace. 

There has been a moratorium: in the General 
Assembly on any maj orker’s compensation 
legislation. This moratorium was call to allow 
for a comprehensive review of the worker's com- 
pensation system. Now that the preliminary find- 
ings have n issued, the moratorium may be 
lifted 

‘The review, conducted by a nationally recog- 
nized worker’s compensation expert, placed Illinois 

in the middle of the pack”? among the 48 contigu- 
ous states with respect to the cost of worker’s 
compensation. The effect this particular finding 
has on possible legislation for substantive worker’s 

ampensation reform remains to be seen. 

Another key business issue on the 1989 legisla- 
tive agenda could be proposed changes in Illinois’ 
} current unemployment insurance statutes. 
> A specific issue could center around the ques- 
‘tion: ‘‘When is a worker considered to be an 
‘ employee and when is a worker considered to be 
* an independent contractor? 

Traditionally, employers have regarded contract 
mployees, such as independent truck drivers, as 
independent contractors rather than employees.

employers: This proposal faces an uphill battle 
wi the state’s business organizations, which see 
the plan as too costly and. cumbersome. 

Allowing employees ‘tparental leave”’ could very 
well emerge as a legislative issue in 1989. Legisla- 
tion has been announced requiring employers to 
grant employees extended leaves of absence, with 
guaranteed reinstatement, to care for children or 
other family members. 

Efforts to increase»the minimum wage. for Illi- 
nois workers, will ay ini theGeneral Assembly 
this spring. House Bill 241 would tie the Illinois 
minimum wage to that of the federal minimum 
hourly rate. addition, HB 241 would raise the 
minimum wage in Illinois to $4.65 by Jan. 1, 1991, 
for employees over the age of 18. 

The use of drugs and alcohol in the workplace is 
a growing concern nationally. The Lllinois ‘part- 
ment of Central Management Services has placed 
the cost to state government of alcoholism alone at 
approximately $30 million annually. 

Because of this increasing problem, a House 
Labor and Commerce, subcommittee is considering 
several proposals which would seek to resolve 
potential drug and alcohol problems in the work- 
Place. 

In addition to these issues, others will undoubt- 
edly surface. But one thing is clear — business, 
small or large, affects us all. 

The General Assembly will continue to seek 
ways to strengthen and improve the ‘‘business of 
doing business" in Illinois.

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Hagnauer ‘cheated’ by agency 
|decision on D’Adamo’s status

A decision by the Bi-State 
Development Agency’s board to 
allow Executive Director 
Raleigh D’Adamo to continue 
working for the agency for up 
to six months was criticized 
Thursday by the Madison Coun- 
ty Transit District 

Transit Board Chairman Nel- 
son Hagnauer of Granite City 
‘said he felt ‘cheated’ by the 
agency’s decision. The board 
also passed a resolution oppos- 
ing the decision and said in the 
resolution does not consider 
any more costs for D’Adamo 
reimburseable under terms of 
the district’s contract with Bi- 
State. The district said it would 
withhold payment of any such 
costs. 

On March 29, _ Bi-State 
announced that D'Adamo, who 
has been with the agency since 
March 1986, would be stepping 
down. Although he could offi- 

-| cially have stopped working as 
-| of April 1, he may continue to 
hold his job until September. 
-"During that time he would 

ue to receive his salary, 
ance and pension benefits 
and use of an agency vehicle. 


When he leaves, he will receive 
two months’ severance pay. 

Tom Sturgess, a Bi-State offi- 
cial, said at Thursday's transit 
meeting that D’Adamo would be 
working-on-Bi-State’s 1990 fiscal 
year budget and a three-year 
plan-for-the system. — 

Transit district officials in 
both St. Clair and Madison 
counties have been critical of 
D’Adamo’s performance. Most 
recently, he has been criticized 
because of the awarding of con- 
tracts for the MetroLink light 
rail project. 

“To see how Bi-State has 
rewarded this guy — it upsets 
me, and the people of our coun- 
ty should know about it,” Hag- 
nauer said. ‘‘I feel a_ bit 
cheated. 

“This looks like someone get- 
ting a divorce and getting the 
bankbook for six months,” he 
added. 

Granite City Mayor Von Dee 
Cruse, a member of the transit 
board, said it may be time for 
the state legislatures in Missou- 
ri and Illinois ‘‘to see if Bi-State 
is not part of the solution, but 
might be part of the problem.”’

: SCOTT AFB—When Carol Belt 
walked into her high school guid- 
ance counselor’s office back in 
ninth-grade, there were different 
job options printed on cards 

' Spread out on top of his desk— 
“teacher, nurse, social worker— 

: the usual for the times. 

“And I asked him, ‘Have you 
got anything on either volcanolo- 
gy or meteorology?’ said Belt, 
now 36 and a major in the Air 
Force. “His jaw just dropped."” 

Belt calls flyi into the eye of 
a typhoon ‘‘a blast,’ and her 
idea of a good time is a fero- 
cious storm. She’s a meteorolo- 
gist at Scott AFB who is ready 


to go up in a future space shuttle, 


to observe the Earth’s weather. 
When it happens, it will be the 
first time a meteorologist has 
gone into space to study the 
planet’s wea patterns. 
Though no date has been set 


for the Pathfinder mission, Air 
Weather Service officials are 
we i to obtain a flight some- 
time this year. Belt and her 
alter nate, Maj. Lloyd Anderson 
of Scott AFB, have already com- 
pleted most of their training and 
physiological testing at the John- 
son Space Center in Houston, 
T: 


The Pathfinder mission will 
consist of three space shuttle 
trips in which 12 experiments 
will be conducted. The experi- 
ments will look into weather 
observation and _ forecasting, 
measurements of the ionosphere, 
cloud structures, thunderstorms 
and tropical cyclones. i 

As technology stands now, 
weather analysts from the Air 
Force and the National Weather 
Service have to rely on satellites 
and polar orbiters that circle the 
Earth, taking snapshots of the 
atmosphere every half hour. 

Meteorologists have yet to 
look at a given individual storm, 


Belt said. 

“We think there’s a lot of stuff 
going on within the storms and 
cloud systems. And if we saw 
more than a snapshot every half 
hour, we might be able to pre: 
dict and observe them with bet- 
ter accuracy,” she said. 

The information the mission 
discovers could also lead to 
improvements in the weather- 
predicting systems already used, 
she said. 

This merging of space and 
weather technology is a natural 
for a woman who has loved 
them both since she was young 

Belt grew up with her sister 
and brother in Red Oak, Iowa, 
where her father was a sales 
representative for a calendar 
company and her mother was a 
homemaker 

Though she didn’t live on a 
farm, there was a lot of open air 
in that rural community, and 
she grew very interested in the 
environment. 


“The unknown factors of weath- 
er always seemed fascinating,” 
she said. 

She'd spend hours in the back- 
yard, watching the clouds in 
anticipation, hoping for big 
storms to roll in. The time was 
the 1960s, when Sputnik and 
landing on the moon captured 
everyone's imagination, includ- 
ing Belt’s. 

*“*And then, of course there 
was Star Trek, too,"’ she said. 
She watched the show every 
day, and began to read a lot of 
science fiction novels 

‘The unknown, coupled with the 
growing reality of exploring 
Space, captivated her much like 
the excitement of an approach- 
ing storm did. 

When the time came for col- 
lege, Belt headed south to Cottey 
Junior College, a school in Neva- 
da, MO, that had formerly been 
a girls’ finishing school. The 
teacher-to-student ratio was 
small, so Belt said every stu- 


dent’s individual interests were 
encouraged. 

“So, I was able to do a pseudo 
‘Introduction. fo Metegrology’ 
class on my own,” she said. 

After itwo years there, she 
went farther south to the much 


Jarger Texas A&M, where she 


was able to finish 'a degree in 
meteorology. 

In 1975, there were two options 
for Belt: the National Weather 
Service or the Air. Force. 
Because the Air Force could 
guarantee her a job in meteorol- 
ogy, in addition to a lot of trav- 
el, she went for it. 

She first headed to Eielson 
AFB outside of Fairbanks, Alas- 
ka, where she was a forecaster 
until 1978. 

After that, she was assigned to 
the Air Weather Service at 
Anderson AFB on Guam, where 
she flew into the eyes of storms 
29 times.

Fairris no’ that some inter- 

mediate and long-term parkers 
(including several Lambert 
employees) are not using their 
designated parking areas. 
These parkers are creating a 
shortage of spaces in the 
short-term garage, he said. 
: Fairris said the majority of 
‘tmeeters and greeters’’ using 
the short-term garage normally 
park for no more than two 
ours.

New regulations speed checks 


The following article is written by Mary Lou Garbe, Exten- 
sion adviser, home economics, University of Ilinois. 


lf it seems deposits to your bank account are clearing a lot 
not just your imagination. The Expedit- 
ed Funds Availability Act, which became law in September of 
1988, is designed to speed up the collection and return of 
checks. Your bank will no longer be able to make you wait 
two weeks or longer to get at funds deposited by. check in your 
account. 


The new law ts limits on the length of time banks can 
hold checks. Money put in an account by direct deposit. or 
electronic credit, by certified, cashier government or tell- 
er’s check, or by checks written against an account at the 
same bank must be made available by the next business day 
Local checks must be available as of the third business day 
Non-local checks and deposits made through an automated 
day teller machine not run by your bank must clear as of the 
seventh business day. If funds are to be held longer, the ba 
must give you its reason in writing. And on Sept. 1, 1990, the 
time limits will drop to two business day: for all local checks 
and five business days for non-local checks. Occasionally, you 
may face longer delays. A bank gets four extra days to 
release funds when a check,is drawn on an account that is 
often overdrawn or when a Geposit exceeds $5,000. If you have 
opened’ an: account in the last :30 days, some other special -. 


rules apply. Ask your banker for details. 


If you plan to take advantage of the new shorter “float 
time,’ be aware that deposits made late in the afternoon or 
during the weekend may not be credited to your account until 
the next business da: Saturdays, Sundays and federal holi- 
days are not as business days, even if the bank is 
open for business. So a deposit made on Friday at 5 p.m. may 
be treated as a deposit on the following Monday. 


The legislation also set new rules for endorsement of 
checks. Now, only the top 1-% inches of the “trailing edge’’ of 
the ba of a check can be used for endorsements. The 
trailing edge is the left edge when a check is turned face- 
down — at the opposite end of the end of the check from your 
signature on the front. The other sections of the back of the 
icheee are reserved for the banks paying out and collecting the 
‘unds. 


Institutions can now refuse to cash checks that are not 
endorsed in the designated section. Others may cash the 
checks but charge you an additional fee. Checks with the 
endorsement section marked are now available from many 
financial institutions. 


Provisions of the Expedited Funds Availability Act apply to 
all financial institutions — banks, credit unions, and saving 
and loans associations.
